Electronic ‘Bookkeeping’ : 


To Speed Signal Supplies 


WASHINGTON. Electronic 
data processing, or “bookkeeping,” 
is on the way for the Army Signal 
Corps, the Department of the Army 
has announced. 


As the first step in this direc- 
tion, punch card data will be trans- 
mitted by electronic means be- 
tween the supply depots of the 
Signal Corps. These cards, which 
can be processed by machine, have 
eliminated many clerical and ad- 
ministrative chores formerly en- 
countered in extracting information 
from typewritten forms. 

Sample tests made ‘with elec- 
tronic punch card communications 
between Tobyhanna, Pa., and Or- 
leans, France, indicated a savings of 
up to 25 days‘in administrative 
handling and transmission times. 

These tests of transmitting lo- 
gistic information on punch cards 
were made between the Communi- 
cations Zone of the U. S. Army in 
Europe and the terminal at the 
Tobyhanna Signal Depot.

ADVENT OF electronic compu- 
tations for supply logistics of sig- 
nal equipment and items became 
apparent when the Signal Corps 
machines made ready to install a 
communication network to trans- 
mit punch card data to all signal 
supply depots. 

These machines will send punch 
eard data electronically either by 
radio or land line and this net- 
work will interconnect the Signal 
Corps Supply Agency at Philadel- 
phia with the depots at Tobyhanna; 
Decatur, Ill.; Lexington, Ky.; and 
Sacramento, Calif., on a minute- 
to-mimute logistic basis. 

Communications in the 


United 
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States will be established over 
leased long distance telephone lines 
which will permit conversation 


when the machines are not sending 
punch card data, while the connec- 
tion with Europe will be by radio 
wave. 

Cards which have been punched 
by electronic transmission over ra- 
dio or land line between any of 
the connecting points may be used 
in standard punch card machines. 
Within a few hours after receipt 
of the punch card data, the ship- 
ping order is prepared and materi- 
al is made ready for shipment, re- 
ducing the order and shipping 
times accordingly.

NONE WERE TRIED UNJUST- 
LY: Establishing facts in the case 
against a prisoner charged with 
misconduct is a lengthy process. 
Evidence must be studied and as- 
sessed, Witnesses must be pro- 
duced. must be ob- 
tained. Consequently, there may 
seem to be a long delay before an 
accused service man is brought to 
formal trial. The Army has not 
been dilatory in trying the free. 
ent cases. Rather it has n 
thorough and exacting in its re- 
search and investigation. 

The Committee finds that those 
servicemen who have been pros- 
ecuted and those who are facing 

trial were charged with serious 
crimes. Charges included homi- 
cide, and treasonable collabora- 
tien with the enemy, combined 
with informing on fellow pris- 
oners. 

While the six thus far tried and 
sentenced to prison have been en- 
listed men, one officer was also 
disciplined; one was tried and ac- 
quitted; and other cases coming up 
involve officers. They do not make 
pleasant reading. 

A typical case involves an of- 
ficer who- is accused‘ by 160-POWs 
of delivering anti-U. S. speeches, 
informing on fellow prisoners, 
hoarding food, teaching classes in 
Communism, and ordering men to 
sign peace petitions. There is no 
evidence he suffered duress. 

Another case involves a ser- 
geant accused by many witnesses 
of “ratting” on his prison-mates, 
beating a sick prisoner, stealing 
a wallet from a dying man, forcing 
a fellow prisoner out into the snow 
and leaving him there to die, and 
drowning three U. N. prisoners 
crossing a stream. 

There was an officer who alleged- 
ly courted favors of his captors as 
soon as he reached prison camp. 
He is charged with confiscating the 
small tobacco ration dealt to the 
other men and eating more than 
his share of the food. It is re- 
corded that he made the heartless 
remark, “The more men who die 
here, the more food for the rest of 
us.” He signed peace petitions,

THE TURNCOATS: The 21 
turncoats who decided to stay 
with the Communists — included 
men accused of informing — which 
suggests a good reason for elect- 
ing to remain in the enemy’s coun- 
try. Evidence indicates that few 
of these 21 were “sincere” con- 
verts to Communism. Expediency, 
opportunism, and fear of reprisal 
doubtless influenced some of the 
group. 

It has been stated that men were 
“lured” back to the American side 
by promises of clemency. This 
misconception, like many others 
concerning the POWs, is far from 
the truth. The Army possesses a 
tape recording of the broadcast 
made to the men in question. No 
promise to the effect that they 
would not be prosecuted was of- 
fered. What the broadcast said 
in substance was this: If.the men 
returned they would not.be.charged: 
with desertion.  “Ratting” was an- 
other matter entirely. Also other 
crimes which were subsequently 
revealed by investigation.

SERVICE ACTION NOT DI- 
VERGENT: The public has been 
under the misapprehension that 
some of the men court-martialed 
and sentenced for misconduct. 
while in POW camps “had the book 
peers at them” while others went 
ree, 

Each of the Services sited 
investigated all alleged cases of 
misconduct. They used generally 
identical criteria in determining 
the disposition of each case. Cri- 
teria considered type of miscon- 
duct, duress, and indications of 
informing or “ratting.”

The disposition of all cases was | 
governed by the facts and circum-

PRISONERS UNRECOVERED: 
|The Korean Armistice Agreement 
contained a proviso that “each 
side would directly repatriate all 
| those prisoners of war who desired 
| repatriation.” The Communists did 
jnot honor this agreement, After 
| repatriation operations were con- 
cluded, the U. N. command listed 
944 servicemen as “missing” and 
presumably in enemy hands. Nine- 
teen of this number were finally 
accounted for by the Communists. 
By our own U. S. efforts this list 
has been reduced to 470, some of 
whom we have reason to believe 
were. at some time in the hands of 
the enemy. In the United Nations, 
the United States has consistently 
demanded an accounting for them.

CONCERN OF EX-PRISONERS: 
Because of the misconduct charges 
brought against a smail number 
of POWs, and the accusations of 
misconduct levelled at a slightly 
larger number, some of the former 
POWs may have ‘grown uneasy 
about the matter. The Committee 
considers that no man with a clear 
conscience need worry about a 
possible charge. 

The repatriated POW has 
been entitled te special compen- 
sation for the period of his con- 
finement. Every repatriated 
POW could receive this money 
by applying for it, with this ex- 
ception: The war-prisoners whe 
voluntarily, knowingly, and with- 
out duress gave aid to, cel- 
laborated with, or in any man- 
mer served the enemy, are ex- 
cluded. All repatriated pris- 
eners who receive this compen- 
sation have been cleared of any 
such misconduct charge. 


|VI. The Road Ahead 


America must view the Commun- 
ist treatment of captives as but 
another weapon in the world-wide 
war for the minds-of men. The 





nation must recognize the duplic- 
ity of an enemy which pays no 
more than lip service to the Ge- 
neva .Conventions. 

However, the United States can- 
not oppose duplicity with a similar 
policy. To do so might be fight- 
ing fire with fire. But the United 
States refuses to sacrifice princi- 
ple for expediency. Such a justi- 
fication of means for end would 
mean the abandonment of the 
cause for which America fights. 
The national conscience would re- 
volt at such a solution. 

The nation must continue to op- 
pose Communism, or any other 
threat to Democracy, with Ameri- 
can weapons and principles. The 
principles, home-forged by Ameri- 
ca’s founders, are more than an 
heirloom heritage for showcase 
display. They are precepts which 
must be practised if the nation is 
to remain the guardian of man’s 
liberties that it is. 


The responsibility for the main- 
tenance and preservation of the 
United States and all it stands for 
is one which must be shared by 
every citizen. Every«American is 
in the front line ingthe war for 
the minds of men. ~

CODE OF AMERICAN CON- 
DUCT: Today there are no dis- 
tant front lines, remote no man’s 
lands, far-off rear areas. The 
home front is but an extension of 
the fighting front. In the dreaded 
event of another all-out war — a 
thermonuclear war — the doorstep 
may become the Nation’s first line 
of defense. Under such circum- 
stances, the new code of conduct 
for the American serviceman 
might well serve the American 
citizen.

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Just Give ‘em the Facts, Men 


j ICIAL figures belie.claims by top civilian officials 

that the Army has been able to maintain its effective 
strength at the height-of-Korea level during the past 21%, 
years. in spite of a reduction in personnel of better than 
400,000. _ 

“Latest to make this claim was an Assistant Defense Sec- 
retary, who said in a speech delivered at Roanoke, Va.: 

“At the end of 1952, the Army had 20 divisions, and 113 
anti-aircraft. battalions, with some 1,511,000 personnel on 
active duty, 

“At the end of June 1955, it had 20 divisions, and 122 
antiaircraft battalions—with 1,109,000 personnel. 

“Thus with around 400,000 fewer troops, today’s Army 
is maintaining forces of approximately the same size as those 
three (sic) and one-half years ago, but with far greater fire 
power and destructive potential. Today’s Army division can 
deliver about 80 percent more fire power than its World War 
II counterpart.” ; 

The secretary quoted is Carter Burgess, but he is not 
singled out here for special criticism. Most officials on his 
level follow the same line in their public utterances, appar- 
ently on orders. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Burgess’ statement has soldiers mut- 
tering in their beards. 

In the first place, they will tell you, the 20 divisions in 
the 1952 Army were all tactical. The 20 divisions in today’s 
Army include two static divisions, so-called, the 23d and the 
71st. Since their component units are seattered from Panama 
to Alaska, these are not combat effective as divisions. In ad- 
dition, at least four of the remaining 18 divisions—the Ist 
Infantry, 2d Infantry, 3d Armored and 11th Airborne—are 

rimarily concerned now with training and are months away 

rom combat readiness. Finally, the 1952 divisions were at 
full strength (18,200 men) while the 14 remaining “tactical” 
divisions in the Army today are at reduced strength of 14,600 
men or even lower. 

Secondly, the only way there can have been an increase 
in the Army’s fire power and destructiveness, of the magni- 
tude suggested by Mr. Burgess, is by adding the unproved 
and perhaps never to be seed atomic capability of the Army’s 
new heavy artillery weapons. Other than this, there has been 
relatively little change in the fire power capability of to- 
day’s division over that of 214 years ago. 

The reference to War II divisions is confusing, since the 
comparison is to the division at the height. of the Korean 
war. The infantry division was reorganized after War II, 
which accounts for the fire power increase: The 1952 divi- 
sion had in it the 4.2-inch mortar, and the six-gun batfery, 
which together account for most of the fire power increase 
of today’s division over the one of War II. 

Mr. Burgess has conveniently forgotten the reduction 
from 18 te 12 in the number of regiments and regimental 
combat teams that are a part of the Army. 

He alse ignores the fact that though there has been an 
increase of nine in the number of AAA battalions, there has 
been an overall decrease of six in the number of combat sup- 
port battalions. These are the engineer, signal, artillery and 
armored battalions, as well as the AAA, which provide direct 
combat support. 

In 1952, there were 261 such battalions. In June 1955, 
there were 255. Thus, taking into account the increase in the 
number of AAA battalions, there has been a decrease of 15 
in other types of tactical combat support battalions, from 
148 to 133. 

Army Officials foresee that as the unit, rotation plan is 
more fully developed, units in the States will become more 
and more training commands, during the last few 
months of their time in the States they are themselves 
preparing to go overseas. At this rate, about one-third of the 
Army’s divisions, RCT’s and separate battalions will be 
non-effective—paper units only.

Wrong Approach? 


NEW YORK: The post-war Army 
suffers from lowered morale. Un- 
doubtedly the solution does not lie 
solely with greater pay and in- 
creased benefits. There is no ques- 
tion, however, that the “depriva- 
tion approach” to policy problems 
will have to be abandoned, before 
either the Army’s morale or reen- 
listment~ woes can be cured. Let 
me cite the following examples of 
the “deprivation approach” in 
action: 

In order to “implement” the 
NCO-specialist program, my post 

issued a memoran- 
dum withdrawing the privileges of 
the NCO open mess from special- 
4sts-2, and at the same time mak- 
ing them liable for duty as KPs, 
privates of the guard and latrine 
orderlies.

AEC emphasized that even if an 
area looks safe it doesn’t neces- 
sarily mean that it is safe, since 
radiation just can’t be checked 
without elaborate instruments. Be- 
fore taking films and cameras into 
an area that has been subject to 
radiation, check with a monitoring 
téam to see the amount present. 
One roentgen of gamma radia- 
tion, a small amount by the 
way, will fog your film; how- 
ever you can still get a hazy 
print out of it. Above that 
amount you will get an overall 
fog which will completely block 
out the image. The unfortunate 
part is that you would have no 
way of knowing about this fog- 
ging until after development. 
Another important point brought 
out in the tests was that the faster 
the film speed the more sensitive 
it is to radiation. Also discovered 
was that radiation keeps building 
up, so that a few small doses, none 
of which alone would harm film, 
would however when totaled up 
completely blot out the image. 
Film can be stored in lead con- 
tainers, but the problem isn’t as 
simple as that, since it would have 
to be taken out to be used and 


fog it. 

A quick test you can make is to 
process a piece of film and check 
for fogging. If it checks out okay, 
your film is safe, at least up to this 
point. © 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion told the National Press 
Photographers that “any area a 
person can safely enter, will gen- 
erally be okay for film to en- 
ter.” They also said that pho- 
tographers who do enter radio- 
active areas, even if declared 
safe, should take their picture 
and get out quickly, touch only 
things you must, and wear 
clothing which you can throw 
away or have decontaminated.

Division, the Taro Leaf Div. lost 


11 men under Japanese fire in the 
quadrangle at Schofield Barracks, 
Dec. 7, 1941. 

The division stood in defense of 
Hawaii, trained. there and by 1944 
had moved through Australia to 
the bitter island-hopping campaign 
across the Pacific. 


Landing ‘at Tanahmerah Bay, 


Dutch New Guinea, the division. 


seized the vital Hollandia airstrip 
in a rugged campaign which Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur described as 
“not good, but brilliant.” Then 
came Leyte and 78 consecutive 
days of brutal combat, Mindoro, 
Luzon and the recovery of Corregi- 
dor. 

In the longest sustained drive 
against the enemy in the Pacific, 


the 24th slashed 140 miles from the | 


beach at Mindanao to Davao City. 

The 24th was the last unit to 
cease fire in 1945, still mopping up 
fanatic enemy pockets of resist- 
ance.

T-Corps Testing New Conveyor 
System to Speed Cargo Inland 


STAMFORD, Conn.—An overland con veyor system for transporting military ¢ar- 
go has been developed by Hewitt-Robins, Inc. for the Army Transportation Corps. 


The first projected use for the 
new carrier is in port areas to 
move cargo from unloading docks 
to storage or dispersal points one 
to 10 miles inland... It is believed 
the conveyor system can clear 
ports faster and more economically 
and with less manpower than has 
been used in the past. 

A wide variety of equipment and 
supplies can be transported such 
as drums of fuel, or palletized gen- 
eral cargo including ammunition, 
engines, food, medical supplies and 
clothing in unit loads as great as 








3000 pounds each. 


Maximum capacity of the sys- 
tem is 270 tons per hour. The 
system includes mainline and 
branch line conveyors with means 
for switching cargo from one to 
the other while in transit. 

In transit, the loads are carried 
on steel carriers mounted on small 
wheels which run on tracks. These 
carriers are joined together to form 
a continuous line resembling in 
appearance a caterpillar track on 
a tank tractor. Each flight of con- 
veyor is powered by a standard

It will operate over 
relatively rough terrain and up 
grades as steep-as 27 percent as 
compared with a maximum grade 
of’ about nine percent for trucks 
and three-percent for narrow gauge 
railways. It can follow a straight

Electricity is terribly 
expensive, and the most satisfac- 
tory means of heating is by kero- 
sene, which is sold in ships’ 
stores. Your kerosene heater 
should be of the unvented type. 


Utilities . 

Electric ,current in Naples is 
a nightmare for Americans. Most 
houses and apartment buildings 
have two separate wiring systems, 
one carrying so-called “domestic” 
current—150-volt, 50-cycle, AC— 
which is used for lighting; and 
the other carrying “industrial” 
current—260-volt, 60-cycle, AC— 
which ig used for household ap- 
pliances. To further -becloud 
matters, some of the newer 
houses have a single wiring sys- 
tem—220-volt, 60-cycle, AC—for 
both lightirig and appliances. 


Relatively inexpensive trans- 


formers aré available locally, so 


that you can accommodate your 
appliances to whatever current 
qu happen to get. It is a good 
dea to bring your own refrigera- 
tor, for Italian models are expen- 
sive and of poor workmanship. If 
you have an extremely large 
family, you may want to bring 
your own washing machine; a 
nonautomatic one is best—but 
Italian laundresses are quite rea- 
sonable. Bring your radio, too, 
but don’t bring. an electric iron; 
you can buy one cheaply, and 
transformers are expensive. 
Bring repair manuals and wiring 
diagrams for major appliances. 
All types of household appli- 
ances can be purchased in Naples. 
However, in almost every case, 
the workmanship. is poorer than 
that of similar American prod- 
ucts, and the prices are much 
. Electric stoves, for ex- 
ample, range from $125 to $400, 
depending 
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you, so pack a hold-baggage trunk 
to sustain you while you “camp 
out” in your new apartment.

Servants ie 

Servants are readily available 
and cost from $15 to $25 a month. 
However, they are usually inex- 
perienced and sometimes dishon- 
est. In addition to the salary, 
the employer is expected to fur- 
nish uniforms and ‘gifts on Christ- 
mas, Easter, birthdays, their 
Saints’ name-days, and the As- 
sumption holiday, August .15. The 
employer is also expected to help 
defray medical expenses. Even 
though all of these factors may 
double wages, servants are still 
relatively inexpensive. 


Food Stuffs 

On the whole, the food situa- 
tion is good. The commissary 
carries a fairly complete stock of 
staple eries, meats, frozen 
foods, canned goods, baby foods, 
and pasteurized milk. Wonder- 
ful s p, lobster, and fish are 
available on the local market, 
but all sea food must always be 
cooked, since the waters in which 
they are caught may be polluted. 
Many different fruits and vege- 
tables are also available locally, 
but they must be well scrubbed 
before consumption. The native 
Cheeses and wines are excellent 
and cheap. 


Clothing Needs 


Clothing requirements are 
about what you would expect for 
a wet North Carolina. Bring 
sweaters, skirts, suits, a medium- 


are fine for youngsters. All mem- 
bers of the family will need rain- 
wear, which ig available but ex- 
pensive in Naples. 


Naples than in the States. For- 
tunately, milliners turn out 
chie creations quite reasonably. 
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wear, blue jeans, sweaters, shirts, 
hose, infants’ wear, and ordinary 
daytime dresses. 


Schooling 


Both an elementary and a high 
school are operated for children 
of American mnel. School 
busses solve problem of get- 
ting junior to school, and, when 
he arrives, he finds academic 
facilities on a par with the aver- 
age small town in the States. All 
teachers, are fully qualified and 
the high school is accredited by 
the North Central Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools. 


Your Car 

If you bring your car from the 
States, you will have to have a 
trittico, or registration, from Ital- 
jan authorities. The cost is a 
modest $6.65, and the trittico is 
good for your entire stay in 
Naples, making it unnecessary to 
renew your tags from your home 
state when your current ones ex- 
pire. 

Navy commanders and Army, 
Air Force, and Marine lieutenant 
colonels, and all higher ranks, are 
entitled to diplomatic immunity, 
which relieves them of the re-

market, American personnel are

LEGHORN 


High up on the west coast of 
Italy, about 200 miles north of 
Rome, is Leghorn,-third most im- 
portant ae on the western side 
of the Italian peninsula. With 
a population of 150,000, Leghorn 
is an industrial city 
and ~a transportation center. 
Tourists. usuall: 
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furnished house rents for about 
30 per cent less. However, don’t 
discount the importance of that_ 

ord “unfurnished”; in ars 


your own screens, light 
eve it or not, water 
faucets and toilet seats. “Fur- 
nished” means that the landlord 
ae ages those items plus a few 
c¢ pieces of furniture. 

If you are to occupy furnished 
housing, you will need your own 
beds, end tables, cocktail tables, 
rugs, kitchen utensils, linens, 
dishes, silverware, lamps, and ap- 

liances. If your housing is un- 
Furnished, you will need all of 
those items plus enough furniture 
for all normal use. 


Utilities 


As in most of Italy, Leghorn 
eleetricity is confusing. Most 
homes have two different wiring 
systems: one is 160-volt, 50-cycle, - 
AC, for lighting purposes; and 
the other is 260-volt, 50-cycle, 
AC, for appliances. You can buy 
suitable transformers locally at 
reasonable prices. If you make 
moderate use of your electricity, 
your monthly bill will average 
$12 to $15; a heater will run up 
the bill considerably. a 

Bring your refrigerator, be- 
cause, furnished or unfurnished. 
your house will not be provided 
with one. Brink a kitchen stove 
that operates on bottled gas or 
kerosene. An electric stove is 
too expensive to operate, but an 
electric oven is quite handy. 
Radio reception is good and you 


‘ will want to bring your set. If 


you are sold on washing ma- 
chines, bring your own (nonauto- 
matic is best), but laundry serv- 
ice is excellent and quite cheap, 
and you can do well without a 
machine. Small appliances, such 
as a toaster, a waffle iron, and 
a mixer, will make life easier and 
more pleasant for you. Don’t 
buy a new electric iron, because 
an Italian iron will cost less than 
an American model plus a trans- 
former. And don’t, as so many 
Americans do, forget your iron- 
ing board. 


Clothing Needs 


Since the climate of Leghorn 
is so equable, you will not require 
any extremes of clothing. For 
the pcan months, a Br mo 
w coat, sweaters 
elles suits and dresses, — 
or four cocktail dresses, a coup 
of dinner dresses and maybe one 
long formal will see you through. 
You will probably need a few 
hats, and it is well to bring them

The food situation Is excellent. 
The commissary offers a 
selection of fresh meats, staple

develop film, repair shoes, do 
your wash, fix radios, and tailor 
and dry-clean your clothes.

Schooling 

A fully accredited school is 
operated by the command just 
outside the city.

Your Car 
Private automobiles are ex- 
tremely useful in Leghorn. Most 
of the roads are reasonably good, 
and many are excellent.

Candy Making 


Many essential ingredients for 
American candies must be im- 
ported. The cocoa bean from 
Venezuela; vanilla beans from 
Mexico; almonds from Spain, 
Italy and France; filberts from 
Italy; rum from the West Indies; 
cocoanut from Central America;

‘or me: 

There is no story. Oh, sure, there is a good guy (Jack Webb) 
and a bad guy (Edmund O’Brien) and the good guy kills the bad guy 
in the last reel after the bad guy beats up an alcoholic singer (Peggy 
Lee) sending the singer to an insame asylum, but that’s about it. 

And none of the characters are believable human beings. The 
good guy, despite a so-called momentary lack of courage after being 
bullied by the bad guy, is simply tog perfect. As portrayed by Webb, 
the good guy is an annoyingly omniscient cuss who has everything 
and everybody tabbed right. He knows all, sees all, understands all, 
and smiles knowingly at all the right places. 

It must be added, too, that he walks real fast and efficiently 
(click-clickeddy-click-clitk) and continuously talks in overstated un- 
derstatements, exactly like Sgt. Joe Friday.

AS A MATTER of fact, the dialogue throughout ‘is absurd. 
People just don’t talk this way, not even in Mary Worth. Typical 
example: After gangsters shoot Joey, Pete Kelly’s drummer, in an 
alley in the rain, outside the club where Kelly’s band plays, Kelly 
finds the body and goes back into the club. In other movies, a 
man discovering a friend murdered might say, “So and so’s been 
shot!” or some such thing.

“Why?” asks the owner.

ALSO, for a man who prides himself on technical accuracies, 
director Webb goofs badly several times. 

Good example: Scene where Peggy Lee is singing “He Needs Me” 
on the night club bandstand with Pete Kelly’s Big Eight. During 
something like 16 bars of the song, Kelly-Webb-Friday is seen stand- 
ing in the foreground, in front of Peggy Lee, playing his cornet 
while Peggy sings. But despite all of Kelly-Webb-Friday’s grimacing 
and gulps for air, no sound comes from Kelly-Webb-Friday’s cornet. 
Instead we hear a studio orchestra complete with muted brass section. 

Another example: When Peggy Lee breaks down and stops 
singing in the middle of a number, the band automatically stops too. 
Kelly-Webb-Friday, a jazz enthusiast, knows better than this. 

-  §till another example: Scene is a woop-de-doo party with at 
least a hundred drunks all over the place. Everybody is yelling and 
screaming. Everybody but Kelly-Webb-Friday, of course. So in the 
middle of all this racket, Janet Leigh gets up on a table, wiggles 
and sings a “hot number” in something approaching the Betty Boop 
style. The drunks miraculously become sober and listen silently as 
Janet sings her song.

IN FACT, some of them are sug- 
gesting that it is bigger than will 
be needed.for future benefits un- 
der the existing benefit system, 
and therefore, that the benefit 
scale can be liberalized. 

As a starter, they’re discussing 
bigger payments to rétired and dis- 

abled employees. 

But there’s a fly in the ointment 
that might well hold up any such 
move. That’s. the law passed 
earlier this year authorizing the 
government to take over some 1 
000 life insurance policies issued 
by employee welfare associations. 

Exactly what effect this law will 
have on the federal émployee in- 
surance program isn’t yet known, 
and won't be for the some time. 

If all 140,000 policies are taken 
over by the government, however, 
it’s sure to be an expensive op- 
eration. It might even.wipe out 
that $30-million reserve fund. 

The answer. depends on how 
many such policies are transferred 
to government control.

ANOTHER FIELD of employee 
benefits also was being discussed 
this week in the wake of a report 
that 42 federal workers eligible 
for retirement because of age and 
length of serviee have been denied 
Civil Service annuities valued at 
about $750,000. 

Each of the 42 had worked long 
and faithfully in the government 
service. Each had looked forward 
to receiving a pension with which 
to live out his last remaining 
years. But no dice. 

The reason: a check. of Civil 
Service records showed that each 
had once been convicted of a 
felony. And under. the terms of 

a law. approved last year by Con- 
poems not a penny of government 
funds can go toward Civil Service 
annuities for a person so convicted. 
The money which. the employee 
himself has contributed. is re- 
turned to him. 

Primary purpose of thé law was 
to deny a federal pension to Alger 
Hiss, who was convicted Of perjury 
in the celebrated “pumpkin « pa- 
pers” case involving Commynhist 
infiltration into the government. 

But in the process, Congress al- 
so hit atleast 42 other people. 
Other federal workers may also 
be denied their pension benefits. 

. . o 

THE CIVIL Service Commission 
has prepared a report on the law’s 
results to date. The report makes 
no comments or recommendations, 
but merely outlines the cases_ of 
those denied pensions. 

An example: in 1934 an Army 
employee was convicted of stealing 
government property, and sen- 
tenced to two years. He later got 
a Navy job. Today, 21 years later,

$22,000 annuity. «

Another example: Last year a 
post office employee was convicted 
for stealing $133 in .government 
funds. He was given a fine (later 
suspended). of $133. But he also 
lost an annuity of $33,000 

Is this what Congress intended 
‘when it slapped Alger Hiss? There 
are those who doubt it. 

Critics of the law say that, in 
effect, ‘it amounts to punishing a 
man twice for one offense, or in 
levying a fine which is excessive 
in the extreme. 


The law has yet to be tested by 
e courts.

New Ruling Saves Reservists’ 
Pre-April Training Credits 





WASHINGTON. —It will not be necessary to recompute the number of retirement 


points earned by Reserve component members before April 15, 1955, the Comptroller Gen- ; 


eral has ruled. 


In an earlier decision, the Comptroller General had decreed that points credited 
for summer training tours before that date would have to be subtracted—not counted. 


Reserve training after the April 


"115 date will be subject to the 


initial decision, however. 

As pointed out in this column 
several weeks ago, a serious situa- 
tion would exist if the original de- 
eision was made to stand. 

Many Reserve officers would 
have lost their retirement. pay, 
and even could have been called 
to refund money already received. 

This would have been the case 


| because, without the points the 


decision would have ruled out, the 
officers would not havé had suf- 
ficient retirement credit. 

The initial decision said that, in 
each year of service in a Reserve 
component after June 30, 1949, the 
number of days of active duty for 
training would have to be de- 
ducted from the number of points 
awarded for membership in the 
specific year.

IT WAS pointed out here that 
the task of auditing all the records 
would far outweigh the money in- 
volved in the retirement payments. 

Asa matter of fact, I learned 
that the several services would 
have had to re-examine from 2-mil- 
lion to 12-million Reserve records, 
depending on the number of years 
in the revision’ period. 

In announcing the latest Comp- 
troller General decision, Frank H. 
Weitzel, Assistant Comptroller 
General, took advantage of the 
situation to make a few digs at 
the Defense Department “for not 
getting advance interpretations of 
varied wordings in the laws.” 

He said that, while the statute 
does not require that such advance 
decisions be obtained, “the advan- 
tages which result from such 
course of action, such as time and 
money saved, avoidance of morale 
and other administrative problems, 
are obvious.”

Coffey Answered - 


ARMY Judge Advocate General 
Maj. Gen. Eugene M. Coffey said 
recently that procedural aspects of 
the Uniformed Code of Military 
Justice are bad for discipline in 
the armed forces. 

Gen. Coffey said séme of the 
code provisions are cumbersome to 
the extent that they can lead to a 
“nearly complete breakdown in 
the enforcement of criminal jus- 
tice in serious matters in the mili- 
tary service in wartime.” 

But Henry M. Shine Jr., until 
recently an assistant to Commis- 
sioner Robert G. Storey of the 
Hoover Commission, disagrees. 

Mr. Shine maintains that men- 
tion of “procedural delays under 
the code” raises this question:

They‘re Still Vets 


ALTHOUGH PL-210, 84th Con- 
gress, dated Aug. 3, 1955, drops 
Air Force personnel entitlement to 
certain veterans benefits, the Vet- 
erans Administration says that it 
will continue to look upon former 
officers and men of the Air Force 
as veterans. 

The new law, concerned with 
award of burial flags to next of 
kin of deceased veterans, amends 
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par. 1 of Veterans Regulations 9 
(2) in this respect. 

In drafting the measure, the fact 
that the Air Force is now a branch 
of services in its own right was 
overlooked. , The law lists only 
former members of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard as persons whose kin are 
entitled to burial flags. 

The Air Force was formerly a 
part of the Army. When it became 
a separate branch it inherited all 


j|of the benefits accorded to Army 


persannel and some more. How- 
ever, it was a separate branch of 
the armed forces on Aug. 3, 1955, 
some legal authorities say that PL- 
210 could prevent the award of 
flags to the next of kin of certain 
deceased Air Force personnel.

“They get the same rugged 
type of training we give to our 
boys,” Wagner said, “and they 
take to it with the agility of 
mountain goats.” 

Wagner, an expert climber and 
skier, served with the German Al- 
pine Forces before War Il, and 
during the war with the U. S. 10th 
Mountain Div. He came to Carson 
in 1946 and is now a civilian in- 
structor with M&CWTC. 

“At first we didn’t quite know 
how these classes would werk - 
out, but now, after six lessons,” 
Hans adds, “we have a lot of re- 
spect for these women.’ 

Mrs. Ben H. Ward, president of 
the Officers’ Wives Club, dreamed 
up the idea of sponsoring feminine 
mountain climbing. Mrs. Gerard 
B. Crook, wife of Carson’s staff 
judge advocate, stepped in as chair- 
man of the activity. 


“Nowhere else in the country 
could be found such a wonderful 
opportunity to get outdoors and 
enjoy the sport of the Alps, Pyre- 
nees and Himalayas,” explained 
Mrs. Crook.

WHEN IT WAS FOUND that 
Wagner, veteran mountain and ski 
instructor at Carson, Camp Hale, 
and Pike’s peak, could teach the 
class, 12 women promptly signed 
up. Several openly admitted that 
they were joining primarily be- 
cause they were afraid of heights. 
When some of the officers’ children 
heard of the project there was no 
holding them back, so the class was 
expanded to include them. 

As with all training in mountain 
operations, the first classes concen- 
trated on such basic. tools as knot 
tying, rope management, and use 
of pitons (a type of spike driven 
in the side of a cliff to anchor the 
ropes) and hammers, The next 
step was balance climbing, where 
good footing and a sure sense of 
balance are essential. 

“At first we were a bit leery of 
this,” Mrs. Crook admitted, “but 
we didn’t dare back out at this 
point. Hans helped us over the 
precarious spots the first time— 
that’s all we needed,” she ex- 
plained. 

From then on enthusiasm marked 
their progress to rappelling (de- 
scending a cliff via rope), and party 
climbing. 

The last class was a jaunt along 
the cliffs of the canyon. 

“Hans laid it out like a final 
exam in school,” pointed out Mrs. 
Crook. “We had to employ every- 
thing we'd learned the past five 
lessons.” 

With, their degree in mountain 
goating already won, the group is 
casting anxious eyes toward the 
challenge of Pike’s Peak.

General Opens Campaign 
To Publicize Army’s Value 


WASHINGTON. — A campaign 
to,make the Army “‘known to the 
nation for its true character and 
worth” was opened-by Gen. Max- 
well D. Taylor, Army Chief of 
Staff, last week. 

In a letter to other general offi- 
cers, Gen. Taylor said that he was 
“enlisting the help” of each ad- 
dréssee to “present the Army to 
the public in its true light.” 

The Army, he said; is “the first 
line of defense of the United 
States.” ° 

It ‘is this country’s instrument 
of “measured rather: than mass re- 
taliation”, being “the versatile and 
flexible member of the defense 
team.” 

The Army does not “depend for 
the success on the blind destruc- 
tion of the big bang,” Taylor wrote. 

It is a “progressive service, look- 
ing steadily to the future,” said 
Taylor’s letter, concerned “with 
the next war, not the last one.” 

“The Army is the service which, 
by the nature of its requirements, 
attaches the greatest importance 
to human values. It recognizes man 
as the basic element of military 
strength.” 

The Chief of Staff enumerated 
11 points which covered **~ * 
internal and external relationships. 





He told commanders to bé sure 
that within the Army these prin- 
ciples were known and adopted, 
and concurrently that this was 
made known to the public. 

The Army must be sbl#‘to: the 
public, Taylor said, firsh ty creat- 


ing a good product, theng hy mak- 
ing sure that it was knowl ge such.

prescription for overcoming the 
public attitude of treating the 
Army — in the press, on screen 
and in conversation — as “hide- 
bound, backward-looking and out- 
moded.”

FORT CARSON, Colo.—Construction of 211 dependent 


housing units under the Cape 


hart Act is oe to get 


underway here within six ainithe. 


Post engineer‘officials announced 
the building program last week 
after a meeting with representa- 
tives of the Missouri River and 
Omaha Districts of the Corps of 
Engineers. 

Final. go-ahead on the Carson 
housing awaits only approval by 
the Federal Housing Administra- 
tion, securing of private financing 
and letting of construction bids. 

Originally scheduled to be con- 
structed from appropriated funds 
under MCA (Military Construction 
Army), the 211 housing units will 
be erected with private capital 
under the Capehart Act. 

The 211 units will be the first 
of 1000 Capehart dwelling quarters 
to be built at the post. The other 
789 family quarters are in the de- 
sign stage, the post engineer’s 
office said. 

The Capehart Housing Act, 
passed in the last session of Con- 
gress, replaced the Wherry Hous- 
ing Act.

AS WITH Wherry housing, units 
constructed under provisions of the 
new housing act are financed by 
private capital. 

Major difference in the two acts 
is found in the holding of mort- 
gages for the dwellings. Under 
Capehart provisions, the mortgages 
on the dependent quarters are im- 
mediately assumed by the govern- 
ment upon completion of construc- 
tion. The government became 
owner of the Wherry units only 
after amortization of the debt. 

Private investors in the housing 
projects are repaid by rents paid 
by persons living in the units. 

The first 211 family quarters set

for Carson peng include gor ee indi- 
vidual homes for general officers, 

eight houses for senior field grade 
officers and 200 multiple family 
units for non-commissioned officers. 


NCO units under the project will 
be built north of 15th St. near the 
old air strip. Homes for the general 
and senior officers will be erected 
south of Training Lake.

that night. 

Some press box critics figured 
SFC Bob Dews, manager of the 
McPherson team, had played it 
wrong by not going with Mizell in 
the afternoon game (if McPherson 
had lost that would have been it) 
but the strategy paid off hand- 
somely. 

Hood fielded an excellent Army 
ball club, but McPherson simply 
had too many pros, notably in the 
pitching box. In addition to Mizell 
and O’Dell, Taylor Phillips also 
won a big one. Phillips stopped the 
defending all-Army champions 
from Sixth Army—Fort Ord, Calif. 
—with a two-hit 82 victory on the 
next to the Jast day of the tourna- 
ment. The loss eliminated Ord. 
Mizell, O’Dell and Phillips, former 
Atlanta Cracker, are all left-hand- 
ers. 


ONLY HIT off Vinegar Bend in 
the final game with Hood was a 
solid poke to left by third-baseman 
Don Montgomery in the second 
inning. Montgomery drove home 
important runs with clutch hits in 
three earlier tournament games and 
looked like one of the best play- 
ers in the tournament although he 
is not signed to a professional con- 
tract, yet.
